"The per dim allowances provided herein represent the 
w>«1wnm allowable, not the e&alwBu It is the responsibility 
of the departments and establishments to Me that travel 
orders authorise only such per dim allowances os ore Justi- 
fied by the ciramrtanees surrounding the travel. To this 
end, care should be exercised to prevent the fixing of a per 
dim allowance In excess of that required to meet the necessary 
authorized expenses." 


2his portion of the Standardized Government Travel Regulations is incorporated 
in the Foreign Service Regulations and in Agency Regulation P | which are 
the regulations followed by this Agency in providing travel allowances for 
eiqployees end their dependents.
